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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully appreciates the careful consideration and favorable treatment of 
the present application in which claims 8 and 18 are indicated as containing allowable subject 
matter. 

Claims 1-22 are pending in the present application, with claims 23-29 having been 
canceled as being drawn to non-elected subject matter. 

Claims 1-7, 9-17 and 19-22 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-30 of U.S. patent No. 6,915,823 in view of Turner, 
Watson et al., and Small et al. 

Applicant submits herewith a properly executed terminal disclaimer and therefore, this 
rejection should be withdrawn. 

Since claims 1-22 do not stand rejected on any other grounds, Applicant respectfully 
submits that claims 1-22 should be allowed in view of the present filing of the terminal disclaimer. 

Applicant hereby reserves the right to continue prosecution of the non-elected claims in a 
divisional application.
